But what 
are the facis in regard to the K affir tan) t 
Beveral words have been found oman ek 
aod the Arabie ; bat the structure of the Kat 
fir is not that of the Semitic tongues,to which 
the Arabic belongs, but has been found re- 
markably similar to the Coptic or modern 
Egyptian, which both Michselis and Profes- 
sor Veier maintain to be distinet from the 
Semiuic dialects, Whatever similarity exists 
between the Coptic and the Arabic, ss to be 
attributed to the intercourse which existed 
between the Egyptians and the Hebrews, and 
the several nomadic tribes belonging to the 
Semitic stock. 

What is the peculiarity of the Coptic lan- 
guage! 1) differs from the Semite aad Ia- 
do-Europeen ia many particulars. “Ite 
words,” says Dr. Puchard, * are susceptible 
of bat a few modifications, except by means 
of prefixes and infixes. In this and in almost 
every other peculiarity of grammatical struc- 
ture, the Copuc recedes from the character 
of the Asiatic and European languages, and 
associaies itself with several of the native 
idioms of Africa. The distinction both of 
gender and number in Copuc nouns is by 
means of prefixes or articles, both definne 
and indefinue, of which there are singular 
and plural, masculine and feminine forme ; 
the nouns th 1 being Jinable.” 
Now let the reader look at the structure of 
the Kaffir tongue. lis most striking peculi- 
arity is the euphonic or alliteral concord. 
“ With the exception of a few terminations in 
the cases of the noun and tenses of the verb, 
the whole business of declension, conjuge- 
tron, &e., 1s effected by prefixes, and by 
changes which take place im the initial letters 
or syllables of words subject to grammatical 
government." The principle, it will be seen 
is precisely the same as in the Coptic. In the 
Kaffir we have in-doda, “ a man,” ama-deda, 
“men,” in-hiu, “a house,” tzin-Alu, “houses,” 
um-lambe, “a river,” tmi-lambo, “ rivers.” 
“Ta Copue,” says Dr. Prichard, “from sheri, 
‘a eon,’ comes the plural, nen-sheri, ‘the 
sons ;' from sori, * accusation,’ han-sori, * ac- 
cusations.’

general term “negro” (niger) has been ap- 
plied,todenote the prevailing color ofthe skin. 
The ancient Egyptians and the Ethiopians 
were branches of this stock, and the modern 
Copts are descendants from it. Both the phy- 
sical character of the Kaffir, and the peculiar 
structure of the language which he speaks, 
would lead to the conclusion, that he ss a de- 
scendant of thw race; though, lke several 
other branches of it, be is much superior to 
the common negro type. The negro tribes 
are very greatly diversified, according to the 
circumstances in which they have been plac- 
ed. dud the antercourse they have hed with 
other nations of the earth. Some of them 
have so greatly degenerated, as to present 
but few indications of their noble origin ; 
others retain those marks in a greater or less 
degree, which tell at once of their connection 
with the human race. I claim for the Kaffir 
a place among the latter. Physically and in- 
tellectually, he is entitled to superior rank ; 
and were he freed from the chains of super- 
stition, and raised from his degraded state by 
the influence of the gospel, | doubt not that 
he woald soon prove bimself capable of the 
highest achievements of man. 

That the K affir possesses the faculty of rea- 
son in a very high degree, none who are ac- 
quainted with hum will deny. In war, he will 
form his plans, and carry on his purposes, 
with the greatest dexterity and skill. In the 
councils of his people, he will speak with fu- 
ency and eloquence, indavor of the project 
he wishes to support. In conversation with 
the missionary, he will start objections to the 
doctrines of the gospel, to which it might be 
difficuls to reply. “You sey,” said an indi 
vhiual to one of the missionaries, “ that all 
men, without exception, are wicked f" “Yes.” 
* But are none of them ng?” “None ; all 
are wrong. All are sinful, and must repent 
of thew transgressions, or they cannot be sar- 
ed.”
